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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 . This office action is in response to the amendment filed on June 1 1 , 201 0. 
Claims 2-3 and 7-36 are pending and are allowable for reasons of record. Claims 1 and 
4 are cancelled. Claims 5-6 and 37-50 are withdrawn due to restriction (and cancelled 
for reasons discussed below). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

2. The claim rejections under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) as being unpatentable over Lee et 
al. in view of Longhi, Jr. et al. for claims 2-3, 7-10, & 24 are withdrawn because 
Applicant's arguments are persuasive. The claim rejections under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Lee et al. and Longhi, Jr. et al. in view of Dudley et al. for 
claims 11-13, 30-31 , 33, & 35-36 are withdrawn because Applicant's arguments are 
persuasive. The claim rejections under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Lee et al. and Longhi, Jr. et al. in view of Lyman for claims 14-19 are withdrawn 
because Applicant's arguments are persuasive. The claim rejections under 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) as being unpatentable over Lee et al. and Longhi, Jr. et al. in view of Kawakami 
et al. for claims 20-22 are withdrawn because Applicant's arguments are persuasive. 
The claim rejections under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Lee et al. and 
Longhi, Jr. et al. in view of Lyman for claims 23 & 25-29 are withdrawn because 
Applicant's arguments are persuasive. The claim rejections under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as 
being unpatentable over Lee et al. and Longhi, Jr. et al. and Dudley et al. in view of 
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Yamashita et al. for claims 32 & 34 are withdrawn because Applicant's arguments are 
persuasive. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

3. An Examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to the Applicant, an amendment may be filed as 
provided by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 
IN THE CLAIMS: 

This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 5- 
6 and 37-50 directed to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 
5-6 and 37-50 have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 2-3 and 7-36 are allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: The prior art of record, Lee et al. (US 2002/0104273), Longhi, 
Jr. et al. (US 6,923,837), Dudley et al. (US 2002/0197535), Lyman (US 5,567,544), 
Kawakami et al. (US 6,051 ,340), and Yamashita et al. (US 6,287,720), does not 
disclose, teach, or suggest alone or in any combination an electrochemical device 
comprising an electrode plate assembly, said electrode plate assembly comprising at 
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least one first electrode, at least one second electrode, a separator interposed between 
the first and second electrodes, where said first electrode comprises a first current 
collector sheet and at least one first electrode mixture thereon, where said second 
electrode comprises a second current collector sheet and at least one second electrode 
mixture layer carried thereon, wherein said electrochemical device further comprises a 
first terminal electrically connected to said first current collector sheet and a second 
terminal electrically connected to said second current collector sheet, where at least one 
of said first current collector and said second current collector sheet has a conductive 
area and an insulating area, when said first current collector sheet has a conductive 
area and an insulating area, the conductive area of said first current collector sheet is 
connected to said first terminal on said first side face, and the insulating area of said 
first current collector sheet is positioned on said second side face, and when said 
second current collector sheet has a conductive area and an insulating area, the 
conductive area of said second current collector sheet is connected to said second 
terminal on said second side face, and the insulating area of said second current 
collector sheet is positioned on said first side face, and where said first side face has a 
first insulating material portion for insulating said first terminal from said second 
electrode, and said second side face has a second insulating material portion for 
insulating said second terminal from said first electrode, where said first insulating 
material portion is in contact with said firs side face of said second electrode mixture 
layer, and said second insulating material portion is in contact with said second side 
face of said first electrode mixture layer, and where said first insulating material portion 
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and said second insulating material portion include at least one selected from the group 
consisting of resin, glass compositions, and ceramics as instantly claimed in 
independent claims 2, 1 1 , and 14.
